Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1970* 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  Borough  was  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  as  30>720  compared  with  30,650  last  year. 

There  were  500  live  births  compared  with  495  last  year. 

Deaths  totalled  338  giving  a natural  increase  of  162.  There 
were  therefore  92  fewer  inhabitants.  The  statistics  remain 
satisfactory  with  no  maternal  mortality  nor  death  from  Tuberculosis. 
Ischaemic  heart  disease  and  cancer  remain  the  main  classification, 
causing  the  largest  number  of  deaths  and  this  accords  with  the 
National  aspect  of  mortality. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  for  their 
kind  consideration  and  help,  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
Staff.

Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

Once  again  Annual  Report  time  lias  arrived  and  I have  pleasure  in 
presenting  my  seventh  report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  department 
during  1970. 

The  compilation  of  an  .Annual  Report  presents  the  opportunity  of 
contemplating  the  year  in  retrospect;  of  measuring  progress,  of 
assessing  failure  and  of  exposing  loop  holes.  Progressively,  as  the 
years  roll  by  and  as  one  report  follows  another,  so  a picture  is 
projected  of  the  environmental  conditions  of  the  town  and  the  ways  in 
which  these  are  changing. 

1970  was  European  Conservation  Year,  a year  in  which  great  efforts 
were  made  to  educate  people  to  an  acute  awareness  of  their  living 
environment;  to  illustrate  the. -ways  in  which  people  through  various 
activities  destroyed  the  very  things  held  so  dear  and  to  illustrate 
ways  in  which  a healthy  environment  could  be  conserved  and  improved. 

The  vast  problems  of  pollution  of  air,  land  and  water  were  highlighted 
at  international  level  - who  could  have  foreseen  a few  years  ago  that 
the  Prime  Minister  would  cross  the  Atlantic  for  consultation  with  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  not  upon  the  international 
monetary  situation,  or  the  war  in  Vietnam,  but  upon  pollution  and  the 
anxieties  that  this  was  causing  for  the  future  generations  of  the 
human  race.  The  pollution  by  man  of  his  own  environment  is  no  new 
phenomenon,  it  has  been  an  integral  part  of  our  so  called  civilisation 
for  centuries,  but  technological  advances  and  the  sophistication  of  so 
many  human  activities  has  brought  in  its  wake  problems  of  increasing 
complexity  and  potential  for  destruction:  how  often  does  the  solution 
to  one  problem  produce  a further  problem  even  more  intractable. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  an  exhibition  was  held  in  the  Town 
Hall  to  mark  Conservation  Year,  to  indicate  to  our  residents  proposals 
for  the  future  and  the  dangers  of  inactivity  in  combating  problems  of 
pollution.  Atmospheric  pollution  was  taken  as  a major  theme  in  its 
various  forms  of  gaseous  particulate  and  noise  pollution.  Parties  of 
school  children  were  taken  on  conducted  tours  by  invitation  and  an 
encouraging  amount  of  interest  was  evoked.  Thorough  education  of 
the  young  in  these  matters  would  seem  to  be  one  of  the  best  insurances 
against  environmental  deterioration  in  the  future  and  I wonder  if  ail 
Education  Authorities  fully  appreciate  the  responsibility  which  they 
carry  in  this  particular  aspect  of  the  future  lives  of  their  students. 
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As  the  policy  of  clearance  of  unfit  houses  continues  to  he 
pursued  with  vigour  it  is  pleasing  to  see  the  programme  reducing 
quantitatively  each  year.  More  and  more  attention  is  focused  upon 
the  sub-standard  house,  reasonably  sound  of  construction,  but  lacking 
in  modern  amenities  and  perhaps  deficient  in  environmental  amenity. 
Grants  available  for  improvements  in  this  sort  of  circumstance  were 
featured  and  publicised  in  the  Exhibition.  It  has  become  increasingly 
and  abundantly  clear  that  the  drive  for  the  improvement  of  houses  and 
neighbourhoods  must  be  conducted  with  similar  urgency  and  vigour  to 
that  applied  to  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses,  if  further  progressive 
deterioration  is  to  be  arrested  and  the  future  burden  of  clearance  and 
redevelopment  reduced. 

The  year  saw  a period  of  professional  staff  stability,  though  as 
it  drew  to  its  close  considerable  future  movement  was  clearly  afoot. 

Once  again  the  department  moved  its  office  accommodation,  but  it 
was  with  some  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  feel  that  at  last  we  had  a 

permanent  and  adequate  "home”.  The  dual  purpose  has  been  achieved  of 

providing  suitable  accommodation  for  my  department  and  at  the  same  time 
restoring  an  old  and  pleasant  building  in  an  historic  area  of  the  town. 

In  concluding  these  opening  words  of  my  report  I wish  to  place  on 

record  my  appreciation  for  the  consideration  and  support  which  I have 
received  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Housing  and  Health 
Committee,  along  with  my  colleagues  in  other  departments.  My  thanks 
are  especially  ,due  to  my  staff,  whose  work  over  the  year  is  recorded 
in  the  following  pages  and,  in  particular,  thank  my  Deputy  for  his 
conscientious  and  loyal  support  throughout  the  year.

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Any  apparent  discrepancy  in  the  figures  quoted  result  from  grants 
that  are  still  receiving  attention  hut  are  in  fact  "in  the  pipeline". 

The  increased  grants  and  publicity  concerning  the  improvement  of 
houses  and  general  improvement  areas  under  the  19^9  Housing  Act  have 
caused  a great  deal  of  interest  and  enquiries  from  members  of  the 
public.  The  number  of  applications  have  increased  considerably  and 
at  last  people  seem  to  be  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  a house  without 
a bathroom,  inside  W.C.  and  hot  water  supply,  belongs  to  a past  and 
uncivilised  era.  The  improvement  of  tenanted  dwellings  is  still 
lagging  seriously  and  there  are  still  large  numbers  which  fall  short 
of  the  basic  amenity  standard  and  which  are  not  up  to  a good  standard 
of  repair.  In  some  cases  willing  owners  are  frustrated  by  unwilling 
tenants,  whilst  in  other  cases  the  reverse  a-pplies. 

The  General  Improvement  Area,  the  object  of  which  is  to  secure 
the  improvement  of  all  dwellings  within  an  Area,  dnd  to  bring  them 
up  to  a good  standard  of  repair,  is  the  only  way  of  preventing  the 
necessity  for  slum  clearance  in  the  future,  once  the  outstanding 
Clearance  programme  is  completed.  An  active  Improvement  Area 
Programme  Is  vitally  necessary  to  prevent  the  deterioration  of  the 
older  housing  stock  ?d.thin  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  issued  for 
tenanted  houses  amounted  to  7 during  1970«  -A  Qualification  Certificate 
enables  the  landlord  of  a house  which  is  equipped  with  all  the  standard 
amenities  and  is  in  a good  state  of  repair,  to  raise  the  rent  to  a 
Fair  Rent  agreed  between  the  tenant  and  landlord  and  registered  by 
the  Rent  Officer.

MEAT  (STERILIZATION)  REGULATIONS 

Criticism  of  this  and  preceding  legislation  has  been  made  in 
previous  reports  and  it  is  still  felt  that  inadequate  control  can 
be  exercised  over  the  movement  of  unfit  material  following  importation.

Food  and  Drugs  are  sampled  throughout  the  year  to  enable  a 
continuous  control  to  be  maintained  over  the  produce  available  in  our 
shops o Obviously  we  are  unable  to  cover  all  foods  in  one  year,  but 
the  awareness  by  manufacturers  and  retailers  that  their  products  may 
be  sampled  here  or  in  other  towns  by  public  health  inspectors,  helps 
to  remind  food  manufacturers  to  take  extra  precautions  to  maintain 
their  product  at  a satisfactory  level. 

Of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  recorded  above,  four  samples  of 
squash  cordial  contained  cyclamates , now  illegal  due  to  new  legis- 
lation. One  milk  sample  was  deficient  in  solids  other  than  fat. 
Three  samples  of  sausages  contained  preservative,  but  the  retailers 
failed  to  display  a notice  to  that  effect.  The  remaining  sample  of 
bread  rolls  was  submitted,  for  identification  of  a foreign  body  which 
was  reported  to  be  jute  fibres  contained  in  the  .substance.

It  became  clear  that  during  times  of  heavy  usage  the  chlorination 
plant  was  unable  to  produce  a satisfactory  water  quality  and  was 
furthermore,  somewhat  prone  to  break-down. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  works  to  be  carried  out  at  the  pool 
during  the  close  season  - these  included  new  chlorination  equipment, 
water  heating,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  a satisfactory  water  quality 
will  be  maintainable  under  all  conditions  of  use  in  the  future. 

The  procedure  whereby  a member  of  my  staff  visited  the  swimming 
pool  at  regular  intervals  to  carry  out  visual  tests  to  check  the 
residual  chlorine  and  pH  levels  continued  to  be  carried  out  satis- 
factorily during  the  year.  Under  this  system,  a much  closer  control 
of  the  pool  from  a water  quality  viewpoint  is  maintained.

During  the  year  26  samples  of  drinking  water  from  domestic 
premises  were  taken,  3 of  which  followed  complaints  to  the  department 
and  the  remainder  were  taken  as  routine  control.  All  results 
proved  satisfactory.

The  increase  in  the  volume  of  tinned  foodstuff  being  manufactured 
in  local  food  factories  for  export  all  over  the  world  continued.  This 
material  is  inspected  by  the  department  with  a view  to  the  issuing  of 
the  necessary  health  certificates  as  to  the  quality  and  purity  of  each 
consignment.  These  certificates  accompany  each  consignment  and  have 
to  be  available  for  inspection  at  the  time  of  arrival  at  the  foreign 
destination. 

During  the  past  year  82  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose.

This  "container"  aspect  of  port  work  is  growing  at  a very  fast 
rate  and,  at  some  ports,  in  order  to  prevent  delays  with  food  products, 
the  containers  are  despatched  un-opened  to  towns  throughout  the 
country  where  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  notified  and  it  is  his 
responsibilitj’-  to  inspect  the  food  as  the  container  is  opened. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  the  number  of  containers 
arriving  in  King’s  Lynn  in  1970  was  considerable  and  the  additional 
work  for  the  department  was  quite  substantial. 

Every  indication  is  that  this  type  of  traffic  will  increase  in 
the  future.

Each  of  these  complaints  received  detailed  investigation 
including  visits  to  retailers,  interviews  with  complainants  and 
manufacturers,  and  in  some  cases,  the  submission  of  contents  for 
analysis c In  a number  .of  cases  the  fault  was  due  to  lack  of 
proper  stock  control  on  the  part  of  the  retailer  and  much  of  the 
Inspector's  time  was  taken  in  discussion  of  systems  of  stock  rotation, 

In  the  11  cases  during  1970,  26  warning  letters  indicating  the 
seriousness  of  the  complaint  were  sent  to  retailers  or  producers,  5 
complaints  were  found  to  be  unjustified. 

One  complaint  concerning  insects  in  milk  was  placed  before  the 
Magistrates  and  a fine  of  £25  was  imposed. 

One  complaint  calls  for  special  mention  The  department  was 

involved  with  the  School  Meals  Service  in  the  investigation  of  an 
infestation  of  insect  larvae  in  a consignment  of  Chinese  Rice,  A 
school  canteen  in  the  district  observed  that  pre-packed  rice  contained 
larvae  identified  as  "Anacasta  Kuhniella1' , the  mill  moth.  The  whole- 
saler was  a local  firm  and  an  inspection  at  their  premises  resulted  in 
the  withdrawal  of  all  stock  from  the  schools  and  replacement  by  the 
supplier. 

Shortly  after  this  complaint  a further  consignment  of  rice  also 
contained  larvae  and  again  supplies  had  to  be  withdrawn  from  all 
schools . 

The  supplies  were  returned  to  the  warehouse  in  London  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  of  that  Authority  were  notified. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


Food  hygiene,  as  usual,  continued  to  be  part  of  the  department's 
staple  diet  and  filled  much  of  the  Inspectors  time.  Routine  inspections 
were  made  of  all  food  premises  and  advice  and  instruction  given  to  food- 
handlers  and  discussions  took  place  with  the  management  of  numerous 
food  businesses. 

One  cause  for  concern  is  the  growing  number  of  complaints  received 
about  pre-wrapped  food  which  is  purchased  in  the  normal  way  from  retail 
traders.  In  1955  when  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  came  into  force  many 
Authorities  placed  great  emphasis  on  Food  Hygiene.  Clean  Food  Guilds 
were  set  up,  many  exhibitions  and  Clean  Food  Drives  were  held  to  promote 
a more  enlightened  approach  to  food  production  and  sales.  Great  strides 
were  made  and  most  food  shops  look  cleaner  and  better  cared  for  today. 
However  the  more  sophisticated  methods  of  food  production  today  are  not 
without  their  problems.  Our  Supermarkets;  clean,  bright  and  sparkling 
in  many  cases,  sell  only  wrapped  foods  which  to  the  hygienist  go  a long 
way  to  cleaner  food,  but  here  is  the  drawback.  Many  of  the  complaints 
that  are  brought  to  Health  Inspectors  these  days  are  concerned  with 
wrapped  foods.  Loaves  and  cakes  wrapped  when  they  are  still  warm 
encourage  mould  growth.  Many  of  the  other  problems  occur  in  wrapped 
foods  and  generally  these  are  due  to  poor  stock  control  and  the  fact 
that  the  imperfection  cannot  be  detected  until  the  wrapping  is  removed. 

Although  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  made  their  mark  there 
is  no  room  for  complacency.  Shops  can  he  well  constructed  and  clean, 
but  this  is  only  half  the  battle.  The  food  handler  and  producer  can 
undo  all  the  good  work  if  they  are  not  clean  in  their  habits,  or  if 
they  are  not  keen  or  knowledgeable  enough  to  keep  abreast  of  modem 
techniques  of  wrapping,  storage  and  preservation  of  food. 

The  dirty  milk  bottle  is  another  matter  which  poses  a problem. 
Dairies  are  fitted  with  equipment  to  clean  milk  bottles  but  too  often 
the  bottles  are  in  such  bad  condition  due  to  mis-use  that  the  bottle 
washing  machine  cannot  cope.  In  the  past  Clean  Milk  Bottle  Campaigns 
have  been  held  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  public  but 
even  now  the  convenient  milk  bottle  is  still  used  to  store  any  liquid 
whether  it  be  paraffin  or  liquid  fertiliser.  The  condition  of  some 
bottles  need  to  be  seen  to  be  believed  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  house- 
wives will  learn  to  wash  the  milk  bottle  as  they  wash  the  dishes. 

MARKETS 

Throughout  the  year,  routine  inspection  of  all  food  stalls,  on 
the  two  regular  markets  continued  to  be  carried  out.  A satisfactory 
general  overall  standard  appears  to  be  kept  only  when  continuous 
inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  department. 
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Normally  inspected  in  conjunction  with  other  business

Industrial  Pollution 


General  work  continued  with  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution  and 
several  complaints  of  excessive  smoke  emissions  /investigated  during 
the  year,  together  with  complaints  of  fume  and  smell;  all  were  drawn, 
to  a satisfactory  conclusion.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


1 . Quality  and  Quantity 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  was  entirely  satisfactory  during 
the  year,  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  consumption  again  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year, 
the  total  going  into  supply  being  1 ,559  million  gallons,  an  increase 
of  28  million  gallons  over  the  previous  year. 

These  figures,  however,  indicate  that  there  has  been  a slow  down 
in  the  rate  of  increase  over  the  past  3 years  (the  figures  include  a 
quantity  used  in  the  adjacent  Freebridge  area).  Regular  samples  have 
been  sent  to  Norwich  for  bacteriological  analysis,  and  of  the  174  sent 
5 were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  but  these  5 were  very  new  mains  not 
in  service,  and  the  mains  -were  not  used  until  further  sterilisation  had 
produced  a clear  sample.  Samples  from  each  source  were  examined  by 
Lincolne,  Sutton  and  Wood  Limited,  and  a typical  chemical  analysis 
dated  13.2.1970  is  as  follows

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no 
chemical  evidence  of  pollution.

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New  Works 


Construction  work  on  the  River  Wissey  Scheme  continues,  and  the 
pumping  main,  reservoir  at  Middleton  and  the  trunk  distribution  main 
to  Middleton  Towers  is  near  completion.  The  Distribution  main  and 
Reservoir  should  be  available  before  the  summer  of  1 971  to  assist  with 
the  supply  during  the  peak  periods. 

The  works  at  Stoke  Ferry  are  behind  programme  but  commissioning 
should  take  place  towards  the  end  of  1 971  . 

The  Northern  Area  Trunk  Main  from  the  By-Pass  near  Fairstead 
Estate  to  the  New  Inn  corner  on  the  Grimston  Road  is  nearing  completion, 
and  will  improve  the  supplies  to  the  G-rimston  Roacl  area  and  the  North 
Lynn  Industrial  Estate. 

3.  Future  Programme 

The  Board  have  approved  proposals  to  modernise  all  the  chlorination 
equipment  at  the  King's  Lynn  sources  and  to  install  nev;  pumps  at  G-ayton 
with  modernisation  of  the  switchgear  and  the  starters. 

Further  proposals  to  install  a remote  supervisory  system  based  at 
a control  centre  at  G-ayton  has  also  been  approved,  and  -when  Installed 
will  improve  control,  and  consequently  a better  consumer  service  can 
be  anticipated.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


There  is  no  material  change  to  record  in  this  section  of  the 
Corporation’s  work.  Street  cleansing,  is  carried  out  by  mechanical 
means  supplemented  by  manual  labour.  Street  gullies  receive  attention 
by  means  of  mechanical  gulley  emptier s. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  has  continued  smoothly  over  the  year  with  an  increase 
in  number  of  properties  coming  on  to  the  paper  sack  system  which  is  now 
used  for  all  new  Corporation  Housing  Developments.  The  use  of  bulk 
containers  for  commercial  premises  and  also  for  the  larger  residential 
units  is  also  being  extended.  Disposal  continues  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping.  Space  for  this  purpose  within  the  Borough  Boundaries  is 
becoming  difficult  to  find.

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FACTORIES 


During  1970  inspections  were  completed  of  all  registered 
factories  by  the  department.  Some  263  inspections  were  made  and  apart 
from  defects  of  a minor  nature  which  were  commented  on  verbally , the 
number  of  written  notices  of  defects  was  relatively  low. 

A considerable  number  of  the  deficiencies  again  found  related  to 
ventilation  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  intervening  spaces. 
Legislation  requiring  proper  ventilation  has  been  operative  since  1903, 
but  despite  every  check  at  planning  and  constructional  stage  these 
deficiencies  continue  to  recur.  One  -would  have  thought  that  after  67 
years,  architects  designing  factories  would  have  been  well  aware  of 
legal  requirements  in  this  connection. 

CLEAASIHf  STATION  AND  PTCINERaTION  PLANT 

The  incinerator  is  in  regular  use  and  is  proving  zo  be  very 
effective  and  efficient.  Many  articles  have  to  be  destro^red,  ranging 
from  condemned  foodstuffs  to  animal  carcases;  from  secret  documents 
to  hospital  dressings. 

Initially  running  costs  were  high,  but  these  have  now  been 
considerably  reduced  by  the  training  of  a receptive  operative  in  the 
use  of  proper  and  economic  techniques . 

The  Cleansing  Station  was  used  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
Scabies.

In  1%7  a new  system  of  rodent  control  was  introduced 
in  the  Borough,  which  was  based  on  the  provision  of  points 
throughout  the  town  Tvhere  poison  baits  are  laid  and  maintained 
by  regular  visiting  by  the  rodent  operatives.  Although  the 
"permanent  baiting"  system  takes  up  a large  portion  of  the 
operatives  time  it  is  obvious  from  the  results  that  we  are  one 
jump  ahead  of  the  rats  and  the  indications  are  that  the  complaints 
have  fallen  very  considerably. 
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As  can  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  graph  the  1970 
line  compares  favourably  with  the  1 966  line  which  relates 
to  the  year  prior  to  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme. 

Routine  treatment  of  the  sewers  within  the  town  continued 
during  the  year . 

Once  again  the  destruction  of  wasps  nests  featured

The  Customs  Officers  telephone  the  Port  Health  Offices 
when  ships  reach  Dockhead,  so  that  an  official  has 
time  to  hoard  the  vessel  at  its  berth  before  the  ship 
is  freed  from  control  under  the  Regulations. 

In  the  event  of  no  Port  Health  Officer  being  immediately 
available,  the  Customs  Officer  receives  the  Declaration 
of  Health;  (l)  sends  it  to  the  Port  Health  Office,  or 
( 2 ) take  s requisite  action  under  Regulations  18,22,24 
and  28  until  the  arrival  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations  (Regulations  22  to  30) 

The  Mooring  Station  is  in  the  vicinity  of  No.  1 Lighted 
buoy. 

Medical  Detention  Certificates  (P.S.4)  are  available. 

A standing  exemption  has  been  granted  from  Regulation

that  ships  can  proceed  to  their  place  of  mooring,  discharge 
or  loading,  modified  pratique  be  given,  and  the  Medical 
Officer  notified.

SECTION  XII  Measures  against  Rodents  in  Ships  from  Foreign  Ports 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Port  Authorities,  arrangements 
have  been  made  for:- 

(a)  All  ropes,  warpes,  etc,  us§d  for  mooring  the  ship  to  be  fitted 

with  canvas  rat-guaf ds , 2 ft.  long,  to  be  daily  coated  with 
tar,  or  fitted  with  shields,  or  discs.  All  rat-guards  are 
fitted  clear  of  the  ships  and  quay,  and  are  adjusted  with  the 
rise  and  fall  of  the  tide. 

(b)  No  gangways,  chutes  or  planks,  etc.  connecting  the  ship  to  the 

shore,  except  those  in  actual  use,  are  permitted.  Those  in 
use  are  withdrawn  as  soon  as  possible  at  night. 

These  measures  are  carried  out  as  a practice  on  all  vessels 
from  African  Ports  and  grain-carrying  ships,  when  conditions 
in  the  latter  case  allow  it. 

1 . Procedure  for  Inspection  of  Ships  for  Rats 

Regular  inspection  of  ships  are  carried  out  by  the  Port  Health 
Inspectors  and  Rodent  Operatives. 

2 . Arrangements  for  Bacteriological . or  Pathological  Examinations 

of  Rodents 

Post-mortem  examinations,  and  examinations  of  stained  films 
can  be  done  at  the  Port  Health  Office.  The  Norwich  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  is  also  available  for  bacteriological 
and  pathological  examinations. 

No  rats  were  examined  during  the  year. 

3.  Arrangements  in  the  District  for  Deratting  Ships,  the  Methods 

used  etc. 

The  Port  is  an  approved  one  for  the  issue  of  De-Ratting 
Certificates  and  De-Ratting  Exemption  Certificates,  and  during 
the  year  25  De-Ratting  Exemption  Certificates  were  issued. 

Should  occasion  arise  for  a vessel  to  be  de-ratted,  a number 
of  contracting  companies  who  specialise  in  this  work  are 
prepared  to  come  to  the  Port  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work. 

A list  of  these  companies  has  been  sent  to  all  local  Shipping 
Agents.  The  methods  to  be  used  would  be  fumigation  by  HCN 
or  S03  trapping  or  poisoning.

IMPORTED  FOODSTUFFS 

The  routine  examination  of  foodstuff  entering  the  Port  of  King's 
Lynn  continued.  This  examination  includes  the  sampling  for  chemical 
or  bacteriological  purposes  of  any  foodstuffs,  as  and  when  it  is 
considered  necessary. 

In  order  to  carry  out  maximum  inspection,  a member  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectorate  visits  the  Docks  daily  to  examine  both  incoming 
vessels  and  food  cargoes.  On  this  basis  it  has  been  possible  to 
provide  an  effective  coverage  of  the  duties  for  which  this  Authority 
is  responsible  in  regard  to  the  Port.  This  coverage  has  been  greatly 
helped  by  the  effective  implementation  of  the  Imported  Food  Regulations, 
1968,  and  expedited  by  the  friendly  co-operation  of  Officers  of  H.M. 
Customs  and  Excise  for  which  I am  most  grateful.
